crop sittiation on this con- 
tinent shows no material change in 
conditions from those of a week ago. 
The situation of fall sown grain 
shows steady growth where already 
in the ground, Still, there are parts 
where much intended seeding is de- 
layed for more safety against ravages 
of insects that are causing damage 
more or less in all seasons, A wider 
acreage is devoted to wheat seceding 
than that of the last season. 

' For spring grain much plowing is 
done and the weather is proving fav- 
orable toward future preparation be- 
fore the setting in of real winter, The 
situation is satisfactory, but it is well 
to bear in mind that such carly start- 
ing is possible to be changed by tn- 
favorable weather or other catises of 
injury not now apprehended, In the 
spring wheat states, sentiment is that 
there will also be a broadening of land 
to be appropriated for wheat grow- 
ing in the new season. Very much 
plowing has been done and the wea- 
ther yet promises that an unusual 
breadth is to be devoted to the wheat 
crop in the new year. It is not only 
possible, but very probable that con- 
ditions must longer remain favorable 
hefore the ensuing crop may have a 
depreciating effect upon current val- 
ues, 

In the southern hemisphere, the 
promise of the crop to be harvested 
lis of low yield in nearly all countries, 
‘and in some of them the situation is 
extremely bad. Rains are occasionally 
reported in parts of the Argentine, 
but when well understood their im- 
proving effect appears to afford very 
little sentiment. as to their worth 
upon the growing crops. That the 
world is short in its supplies is very 
well understood. Talk of an embargo 
is current on the export of grain in 
some important surplus countries. 

Australia does not appear to have 
the quantity of surplus wheat that had 
been estimated, Complaints are to 
hand of too much dryness for broad 
sceding in India. Cold and wet weas 
ther interrupts seeding in France, and 
‘mother unsuccessful crop year is ap- 
prehended, In fact, no important 
country in Europe sends out tidings 
of real hope to be guaranteed to any 
extent upon that continent, Of 
course, it is yet early and many chan- 
fes may arise, but none of definite 
character are yet spreading.

The Kumanians who were attacked 
by the Germans and Bulgarians at the 
first raid upon their territory put up, 
it transpires, one of the noblest de- 
fences that has characterized the he- 
roism of soldiers on all the fronts of 
the Allies. When the complete re- 
cord of the defence of their” homes, 
wives and children is made known to 
the world, there willfuly be oné ver- 
dict —-"Gertnans and*Gulgarians alike 
will be exctrated. During the fight- 
ing Bulgarian womeh and children 
followed the lines, stabbing and tor- 
turing the ‘Rumanian wounded, Bod- 
ies were found with twenty and thirty 
cuts, and, worse, there are dozens of 
Rumanian soldiers in hospital bear- 
ing as many wounds who have still 
lived to suffer. torture, Many Bulgar- 
jan women were armed with rifles, 
and iore‘than one wounded soldier 
was shot in the back. But while this 
butchery was going on many acts of 
heroism were being performed else- 
where. When it was n that all 
was lost for the Rumanians, and the 
36th Infantry regiment's colors were 
in great danger, three brave men de- 
cided, to make an altempt to save 
them by swimming across. the Dan- 
ube, These were Sub-Lieuts. Mihail- 
escu and Manu and Sergeant-Major 
Sava. Putting Lieut. Manu (who 
could not swim) with the colors. on 
a tree trunk, the others swam, push- 
ing their precious relic before them 
through the water, which was churn- 
ed by Bulgarian rifle and shell fire, 
and in this way they succeeded in

The Farmers’ Pleasant Duty. 

The most fortunate class of people today are the 
farmers of Alberta, In a year when misfortune beset their 
fellow-farmers in other provinces and other countries, they 
were almost exempt from damage. The sun smiled and 
the rain fell upon their crops, and they have reaped not 
only a good but a magnificent harvest. 

Because in Europe millions are suffering with 
famine, disaster, disease and death, the farmers of Alberta 
are all the richer. Day by day they have eeen the price of 
their grain increase in the world’s market, not by any extra 
effort or industry or virtue of their own, but bacause of the 
imperative need of others, It must be admitted that they 
are the greatest example of unoarned increment before the 
world today, for they are reaping not only where they have 
sown, but reaping also where they have not sown, namely, 
in the battlefields of Europe. 

We can sympathies and rejoice with the farmers of 
our province in their prosperity, but it is not too much for 
us to remind them also of their duty. Where much has 
beenggiven, much is demanded, and each farmer should 
examine himself to see whether he ie giving what be should 
io proportion to the kindness of Providence toward him, 

An Alberta farmer, when contributing to the Patri-| 
otic Fund recently, wrote; ‘It makes my blood boil to see 
so many Canadians with big crops harvested not giving a 
cent for this worthy cause, These people have lived all 
their lives under the British flag, and what they are and 
have they owe to the British flag."

WANTED PROMOTION 


Becoming Lance-Corporal Meant Serve 
Ing Everybody and Being Very 
Perfect ae Soldier 
A Derby recruit writes as follows 
of his early experiences in army life: 
It was a maxim of the great Napoleon 
that every private soldier carries a 
fleld-marshal’s baton in his knapsack, 
If that was true of the French army 
over a hundred years ago it is trebly 
true to-day of the British army. Never 
in our military history have the 
chances of promotion been so numer 
ous and ever-present as they are now- 
adays; the magnitude of the army and 
the class of men who have flocked to 
the colors provide the openings and 
the men to fill them. When I joined 
the army my mind was fully made up 
to earn promotion as quickly as pos- 
sible. Promotion meant more respon- 
sibility, and in some respects harder 
work, but, on the other hand, it meant 
More money and more comforts and 
privileges. Besides, there was the spur 
of personal pride in “getting on.” I 
lost no time in seeking out my friend, 
himself a corporal, telling him of my 

determination. 
How To Get On 

“Well, the best thing you can do,” he 
laughed, “is to see that you're a little 
smarter all-round than the smartest 
man in your platoon. You'll be sur 
pe how easy it will be to beat him 

your heart's in doing so, and if 
he isn’t up to the same game himself. 
If he {s, both of you will perhaps get 
picked out for a stripe.” 

Then he told me some material 
ways in which I could make certain 
of pleasing “the sergeant,” and 
through him the officers. These were

Harder Work 

He has to work tremendously hard, 
doing all sorts of odd jobs and “run- 
ning errands” for those in higher 
authority in his platoon or company, 
and unless he is cheerfully determin- 
ed to “stick it’ he might just as 
well gracefully refuse the’ stripe at 
the beginning. Nobody likes being a 
lance-corporal, and many who try the 
experiment ‘revert to private at their 
own request,” but the work has to be 
fone, and it {s_worth_waile-tothese 

ho mean to. see it through. 

There is this consolation about it: 
no lance-corporal who can prove his 
worth nowadays is kept in the position 
for long. In the old days, before the 
war, &@ man might go on in the rank 
for monthe—years, even—but now 
the next step up to corporal, at 32 
cents a day, is not very long delayed. 
There have been some remarkable 
rises in the ranks in the new armies, 
I know one man who joined as a 
private and was a major within a 
year; another rose to be quarter- 
master-sergeant within six montha, 


JAPAN'S SINGING GIRLS 


Custom of Eactern Allies Might Well 
Become General 

Our Far Eastern allies, the Japan- 
ese, have many charming customs, 
One, which might very well be copied, 
has to do with Japanese girls, Every 
little girl in Japan is taught two

SILENCE OF KITCHENER 


Made Japanese Think Him the Great- 
est of Europeans 

When Kitchener \..ite! Manchuria 
and Japan upon the expiration of his 
command in India, 1909, the Japanese 
laid themselves out to impress him 
with various exhibitions of their mili- 
tary power, of which they were very 
reasonably proud. But the most im- 
posing pageant in the world, its pomps 
and vanities, were as nothing in Kit- 
chener’s eyes. His hosts '‘-~ed his 
silence, his expressionless immobility, 
if with disappointment, at least with 
profound respect. It was, in fact, like 
their own ideal of impenetrable re- 
serve, and, as a Far Hastern friend 
who was in Kitchener's entourage 
later said, Kitchener was regarded by 
the Japanese as the greatest Huropean 
they had ever seen. 


“English Barbed Wire”

Be Paid Alike 


Increased Allowance to All Conval- 
escant Soldiers 


Convalescent soldiers to the num- 
ber of about 600 who previous to 
March 1 came from the front 
and spent or are spending still the 
period of their convalescence at their 
homes, and not in hospitals, are to 
wet back pay at the inercased rate 
which has obtained since March 1, 
Up to the end of Januuary such sol- 
diers having a wife or dependent wid- 
owed mother, who had been in re- 
ceipt:of a separation allowance, re- 
ceived 75 cents a day subsistence, in 
addition to the regular pay of $1.10, 
until discharged as cured. At the 
time mentioned the subsistence was 
increased by 85 cents, making a total 
of $1.95 a day, while on March 1 a 
further and substantial increase was 
granted, Those who have returned 
since then have been getting 60 cents 
a day subsistence, $1.10 regular pay 
and also the separation allowance of 
$20 a month, which, under the regu- 
lation had been discontinued on his 
return, that change increased the 
monthly cheek from $58.50 to $71.

The Unknown and Unexplored Stret-

How little we really know of much 
of the world that we talk of famil-

Germans Will Have to Replace Every

our losing control of the sea before 
the end of the war, Whatever the 
final upshot, to make a peace at sea 
will then be solely in our hands. 
Every British and Allied ship which 
the Germans sink means a German 
ship the less sailing under German 
colors when peace is restored. For 
there is no manner of doubt that no 
German merchant ship will put to sea 
all until ton for ton compensation 
has been rendered, In the new state 
of things that starts after the war 
then, French, Russian, Italian and, 
above all, British shipping will start 
upon its world trade at least as 
strong in tonnage as it was on the 
first of August, two years ago. The 
German merchant shipping will be 
Proportionately reduced, and it is 
for Germans to say how much smal- 
ler they wish it to be when the pres- 
ent war is over.—Arthur Bullen, in 
Land and Water.

Exciting Description of Manoeuvres

The submarine in reality is no 
more or less than a huge gun, the 
torpedo tubes of which constitute the 
barrels, while the torpedo is the pro- 
jectile. As a gun on a battleship has 
to be laid upon its target, so does 
the submarine; the degree of cleva- 
tion depending upon the depth at 
which the underwater vessel is travel- 
ling, the character of the target, and 
the distance between the stalker and 
the stalked, Up in the conning-tower 
the commander, eye to periscope, 
sights his prey two or three miles 
away. “Stand by!” clangs the tele- 
graph, and instantly engineer, helms- 
man and torpedo crew spring to the 

ert. At the diving station, imme- 
diately below the conning-tower, the 
helmsman keeps his eye glued to the 
depth indicator and upon the dancing 
bead of the spirit-level-like device 
which tells him exactly how much 
the nose of the submarine is down by, 
or above, the horizontal, while his 
hands grip the control, 

The engineer tends his electric 
motors. Forward, the torpedo crew 
stand by the breeches of the tubes, 
the hand of one resting near the 
lever which, when moved, turns the 
rush of compressed air into the cham- 
ber to speed the weapon in leach 
upon its deadly mission, ‘The enemy 
is running a course at right angles 
to the submarine and she is making 
good speed. The optical eye is only 
a few inches above the waves, the 
vessel having been dropped to a level 
which will render detection of the 
mechanical “shark's fin” almost im- 
possible, 

The commander turns from the 
periscope and in an instant all is 
bustling activity in the shell of steel, 
The hum of the motors drowns every 
other noise, Now they are running 
for all they are worth. The course 
has been set and there is a mad race 


to gain the point which the comman-! 


der has discovered will bring him 
within striking distance of his victim, 

Almost imperceptibly the submar- 
ine rises, so as to lift the periscope 
just above the water to take a peep. 
It is but a fleeting glimpse, but it 
takes in the unsuspecting victim, The 
next instant she is running down a 
sharp declivity to the required depth, 
The moving hand of the depth indi- 
cator stops, The balancing bead 
trembles, as if undecided which way 
to move, Then it is seen to move 
backwards slightly, proving that the 
nose of the submarine is gently ris- 
ing, The vessel is being swung and 
laid upon the shoulder of Old N 
tune, The bead stops and is practic- 
ally qui ire!” 

Autom: y the hand of one of 
the statuesque figures at the torpedo 
tubes rises and moves a lever. There 
is a subdud hiss as of a slumbering 
snake disturbed in the grass and an 
almost imperceptible kick, The com- 
mander counts the seconds upon his 
watch, If-his estimation of the line 
and speed of flight of his victim is 
correct, it should blunder into his 
Projectile within twenty seconds, 
since the torpedo will cover the 500 
yards to the point which he has aim- 
ed at within that time,

{High Prices Due 
To War Conditions 


Increases in Britain Not Due to 
Rings ‘and Combines 


Reporting on the results of a Gov- 
ernmental investigation into the high 


cost of living problems in Great Bri-| 


tain, Canada’s Trade Commissioner 
at London, Mr. Harrison Watson, 
outlines the findings and recommen- 
dations of the Committee of Econ- 
omic Authorities appointed last June, 
The committee, in an interim report 
recently issucd, finds that war con- 
ditions make high prices inevitable, 
and that these high prices are not due 
in the United Kingdom to the exist- 
ence of rings, combines or other 
forms of price manipulation, 

It is found that food prices 
risen during the war by an average 
of sixty-five per cent. Bread has gone 
up by fifty-four per cent.; sugar, one 
hundred and _ sixty-three per cent.; 
milk, thirty-five per cent; egg, 
eighty-two per cent.; potatoes, fifty- 
hundred and sixty-three per cent.; 
cheese, forty-six per cent. Clothing 
prices have also advanced from fifty 
to ninety per cent. 

On the other hand, there has also 
been a big advance in the earnin 
of munition and factory workers, 
is estimated that the war bonuses 
and increases in normal rates of 
wages granted to work people of the 
manual Jabor classes have affected 
5,800,000 work people to the extent 
of $7,500,000 per week. 

Among the recommendations 
the committee are the following: 

Further efforts should be made to 
hasten, as far as is compatible with 
naval needs, the construction of mer- 
cantile shipping, especially that re- 
quired for the conveying of refriger- 
ated meats. 

Upon considering whether the 
withdrawal of the embargo on the 
importation of live cattle from Can- 
ada would relieve the situation, there 
scems to be no considerable supply 
available, even if the scarcity of ship- 
ping did not inake the importation of 
live as against dead meat uneconomi- 
cal, 

In disposing of meat which it pur- 
chases for civilian consumption, the 
Government should impose  condi- 
tions on retailers as well upon 
wholesale sellers, 

Persons who are not engaged in 
severe manual labor should voluntar- 
ily abstain from the consumption of 
butchers’ meat on one day of cach 
week, 

Local authorities should be em- 
powered to open municipal shops for 
the sale of milk, meat, on and 
other necessary foodstuffs where re-

Illegal Wearing of a Uniform Is Now 
Severely Punishable 


As a result of the abuse which has 
grown up since the war in connec- 
tion with the wearing of military and 
naval uniforms, medals, and the like 


by those who are not entitled to do! 


so, the Dominion Government has 
taken action to prevent a recurrence 
of this in the future, 
have been enacted under the author- 
it of the War Measures Act, which 
prohibit the unauthorized wearing 
of uniforms, medals, etc,, under pain 
of penalties provided, The order-in- 
council passed is as follows: 

Whereas during the period of the 
\present war there has frown up a 
practice which tends to bring the 
military and naval services into dis- 
repute, to discourage recruiting, to 
weaken discipline and facilitate the 
cominission of frauds, the 1 : 
namely, of the wearing of 5 
and naval uniforms and decorations 
and medals by persons not author- 
ized or entitled to wear them, there- 
fore if any unauthorized person wears 
any naval or military uniform or any 
uniform so nearly resembling any 
such uniform as to be calculated to 
deceive, or if any person without 
lawful authority supplies a naval or 
inilitary uniform to any person not 
being a member of his Majesty’s 
forces or of the Canadian militia or 
if any person without authority or 
right wears a naval or military decor- 
ation or medal he is guilty of an of- 
fence under the Criminal Code and 
on summary conviction is liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $50 and in de- 
fault of payment is liable to impris- 
onment for a term not exceeding 
three months,

Manitoba Taking Every Precaution 
to Perpetuate Wild Life 


The time is fast approaching when 
the still hunter will undertake his an- 
nual trek in quest of deer; therefore 
it behoves all such persons who 
wish to go hunting deér of any kind 
to provide themselves with the ne- 
cessary resident big game hunting 
permit, 

On entering the office of Charles 
Barber, Chicf Game Guardian for 
| Manitoba, it is very evident that there 
is quite a movement on in prepara- 
tion for the opening of the deer sea- 
son, owing to the fact that every- 
| body about the office is more than 
\busy, Every effort is being put forth 
|by the Game Department to prevent 
{all infractions of the Manitoba Game 
| Protection Act and to forestall as far 
as possible undue slaughtering of 
‘game. More thorough measures are 
being undertaken cvery year by the 
Game Department in endeavoring to 
protect and perpetuate all our useful 
wild life. 

A reporter found Mr, Barber ex- 
ceedingly busy attending to the nu- 
meroug duties of his branch, which 
are becoming more onerous annually, 
but was able to obtain the following 
Statement from. him, He says his in- 
|Structions relating to game matters 
are that we must see to it that the 
provisions of the Manitoba Game 

Protection Act are rigidly enforced. 

You see the value of our useful 
‘game animals, birds, fur-bearing ani- 
nals, ete,, taken each year amounts 
to far more than the casual observer 
|has any idea of, and I may say the 
edible parts of the useful animals and 
birds, together with the bi-products 
of our game animals, and the pro- 
ceeds received from the sale of skins 
and. pelts of fur-bearing animals ta- 
ken within the limits of this province 
annually, casily runs into seven: fig- 
ures, Therefore you will readily sec 
jthe great necessity of doing every- 
j thing possible to perpetuate our wild 
life even though it be looked at from 
& monetary standpoint only, Every 
good and intelligent citizen of our 
province should casily see the great 
‘necessity and importance of co-oper- 
ating with us in every way possible 
to protect and perpetuate all our use- 
ful wild life, 

The different sportsmen’s associ 
tions have always co-operated with 
jus, and of course are continuing to 
do so, Our Minister, the Honorable 
Valentine Winkler, Minister of Agri- 
culture and Immigration, has author- 
ized’ me to carry out promptly any 
good suggestion that representatives 
of these associations put forward, 

Spécial attention is drawn to the 
fact that future protection requires 
increased revenue, and all sportsmen 
and others who wish to go hunting 
are expected to take out permits and 
}to help’me as far as they can in the 
‘immense task that is set before me, 
| We are doing out utmost to put a 
}stop to all illegal shooting, and spe- 

cial energy will be digpted against 
all persons who go sho®ing on Sun- 
day and during the closed season, for 
all such miserable practise must be 
ended. 

Sportsmen and hunters will no 
doubt be interested to know that che 
season for pursuing, hunting, shoot- 
ing at, killing and taking of all kinds 
of deer, moose, ete., opens on Mon- 
day, the 20th day of November, and 
closes on Saturday, the 9th day of 
December, 1916, both days inclusive, 
{which means that the season for tak- 
jing these animals will open 10 days 
earlier and close 5 days earlier than 
heretofore, 

All persons intending to hunt big 
| game or deer of any kind should pro- 
cure their permits on or before Sat- 
urday evening, the 18th inst. as the 
issue of these permits will stop on 
that day, which of course is in ac- 
}cordance with the provisions of sub- 
section 4 of section 3 of the Game 
Act. Permits are now ready and in 
the hands of the Provincial Game De- 
partinent and should be applied for 
at once, so as to avoid the rush for 
permits which takes place each year 
during the last few da just preced- 
ing the expiry of the time limit, pro- 
vided for obtaining such permits, 

Further, for the accommodation of 
the general public and those who 
wish to obtain such perinits, we have 
provided for and are having permits 
issued by merchants, in many of the 
cities, towtis and villages througheut 
sthe provinee, The resident big game 
hunting permit fee amounts to $4, 
| Non-residents of the province must 
| procure a non-resident hunting per- 
{mit before going to hunt game of 
j any kind within the limits of this pro- 
vince; the fees are $15 to $50, All 
big game hunting permits must be re- 
turned to the Game Department im- 
mediately after the close of the open 
season, with the declaration form en- 
dorsed on back of each license, pro- 
perly filled in and completed before 
a police magistrate, justice of peace 
or a commissioner for taking of 
| oaths, This affidavit must not, be 
seorn until after the 10th day of De- 
cember, 1916, 

Yes! any person found accompany- 
ing or aiding any other person to 
hunt or shoot without being provided 
with the necessary. permit for such 
purpose shall be held equally to have 
violated the law and shall be liable 
to like penalties. 

It will no doubt be interesting for 
you to know that we have been suc- 
cessful in securing sixteen convic- 
tions between the 23rd day of Sep- 
|tember and the 29th day of October, 
1916, of persons-who- have. violated 
the provisions’ of the Manitoba Game 
Protection Act,

The recovery of Kiao-Chau is one} 
of the things for whieh Germany will 
fight to the last. The Kaiser hoped} 
to make his Chinese stronghold the} 
commercial rival of Hong Kong. The 
downfall. of the place marked the} 
disappearance of the Teuton banner} 
from the Pacific and the shattering} 
of German dreams of commercial su-| 
premacy in the Orient, 

Long before the murder of the 
two German missionaries the engin- 
cers of the German government had 
surveyed the Chinese coast, and had| 
decided that the port of Kiao-Chau} 
afforded the best site for a naval and! 
commercial base in the Far East, On 
the first of November, 1897, the two}

slain in Shantung province, and 
three days later the Germans seized 
the town of Tsing-tau, on the shores 
of Kiao-Chau The Emperor 
immediately dispatched a naval expe- 
dition under his brother, Prince 
Henry, to hold the occupied terri- 
tory.
